Sanitary  Conditions 
for  the  year  1972. 


The  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
has  unfortunately  continued  and  there  were  39  deaths  as  against  35  in 
1971.  Deaths  from  bronchitis  and  emphysema  increased  from  18  in  1971 
to  23  in  1972.  Coronary  heart  disease  caused  more  deaths  in  1972  than 
in  1971  - 151  as  against  139. 

The  population  of  Gravesend  showed  a marginal  decrease  of  70'  - 
53,600  to  53,530,.  The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  Gravesend 
decreased  fron  934  to  864, 


In  the  Gravesend  and  North  Kent  Hospital  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  orf  births.  This  is  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new 
Maternity  Block  in  October  1971.  In  the  case  of  Gravesend  residents 
there  were  1,100  live  births  and  14  still  births  and  for  non-residents 
524  live  births  and  5 still  births.  The  decrease  in  the  still  birth 
rate  and  the  neo-natal  mortality  rate  indicates  that  with  the  better 
facilities  more  complicated  widwifery  is  being  undertaken  in  the  new 
Block. 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  attends  at  the  Gravesend  Swimming 
Pool  on  two  days  a month.  Members  of  the  public  and  cases  referred 
by  the  general  practitioners  cpntinue  to  attend  the  unit. 


Immunisation  against  influenza  was  again  offered  to 
of  Gravesend  and  89  persons  were  immunised.
